the  inforsiation  presented  heroin  concerning  the  present  housing  end  car©  of 
records  ana  accommodations  for  persons,  who  r.iay  wish  to  consult  them,  will 
prove  to  have  value  for  off icials,and  the  general  citizenry*  1422028

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  scneiete,  concise  picture 
of  the  records  in  bibliographical  force*    The  inventory  is  preceded  with  a  number 
cf  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  cone  srning  facte  forrxlng  the 
basis  for  the  records*    The  entries  of  the  inventory  are  carried  in  consecutive 
numbering  for  the  entire  county,  while  the  departments  are  arranged  alphabeticall 
-hero  it  is  applicable  natural  groupings  under  a  subject  heading  are  nado  within 
the  office*    A  cress  reference  index  following  the  inventory  is  intended  to 
help  the  reader  locate  records  wit?,,  tho  least  effort* 
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HISTORY 

Posey  County,  located  in  the  feacfc're&e  southv/ectorn  eornWP  or  "pochot" 
of  the  State,  in  bounded  on  tho  north  by  C-ibson  County,  on  the  east  by 
Vandcrburch  County,  on  tho  south  by  tho  Chio  River,  v.hich  e  operates  it  from 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  ana  on  tho  trost  by  the  Wabash  R<iv3r,  tfliich  so:  arates 
it  from  tho  State  of  Illinois*    It  has  an  area  of  £02  Square  miles* 

The  territory  within  the  present  confines  of  Posey  County  v.-as  at  one 
tine  occupied— as  Was  all  tho  State— by  several  tribes  of  Indians  'die  rrore 
organised  into  the  Mami  Confederacy*   This  primitive  organization,  which 
dates  bach  to  tho  early  years  of  tho  seventeenth  century,  was  formed  for  the 
defense  cf  the  lands  over  which  the  tribes  claimed  ownership  against  tho 
encroachments  of  the  Five  Nations,  or  Iroquoian  Confederacy*    The  Miami 
Confederacy  vzza  made  up  of  several  of  the  central  Algonquin  tribes,  of  vrhich 
in  Indiana  the  TWighfrwees,  T'eas,  PianhashaiTS,  and  Shockeys  wore  the  most 
powerful*    One  of  their  principle  settlements  in  the  State  7/as  alon^  the 
".Vabash  Eivor,  vrhich  marhs  the  western  boundary  of  tho  county.    By  the  time 
the  first  White  settlors  cans*  to  Posey  County  the  tribes  were  weakened  by 
defeats  in  war  ana  demoralised  by  the  White  man's  \shiskey,  tshich  had  been 
brought  in  by  the  fur  traders* 

The  first  xylite  rwn  to  settle  in  Posey  County  was  Thomas  Jones,  an 
Irishman,  who  built  a  cabin  near  tho  mouth  of  the  Wabash  River  in  vdiat  is 
now  Point  Toansliip  sometime  before  IS 00*    Ho  vjas  followed  by  a  nan  named 
Corcuff,  also  an  irishman,  who  lived  in  the  southwc stern  portion  of  the 
township*    Anons  those  Who  cane  a  little  later  were  Samuel  Block,  Hathrsiiel 
Miller*  the  Bobinscn  family,  V.'illian  end  Isaac  Janes,  George  He  whet,  and  a 


nan  named  Roach*    Roach  alco  settled  at  the  mouth  of  tho  1, 'abash  River  and 
his  place  was  for  years  the  landing  and  trading  peine  for  all  the  flat-boat 
business  transacted  at  the  mouth  of  the  7/abash*    In  1800  v.'illiaa  Broadhead 
enters-  the  first  land  in  the  county* 

Black  Township  wo.3  named  in  honor  of  the  Black  family—Thomas  Black  and 
his  four  sons,  Janes,  William*  Thomas,  ana  John— nvho  came  from  JTorth  Carolina 
to  what  is  now  Black  Township  and  settled  a  short  distance  north-rest  of  the 
present  site  of  Mount  Vernon*    This  family  has  been  prominent  in  the  affaire 
of  Black  Township  and  Posey  County  sines  1806.    Adam  Albright  aui  his  three 
sons— John,  William*  and  Adam«-came  to  the  county  in  1007  from  llerbh  Carolina, 

and  located  in  what  came  to  knows  as  the  Albright  Settlement.    In  1810  still

another  large  family  from  Forth  Carolina  settled  in  the  township—John  Aldridge, 
•who  was  a  blacksmith  and  his  six  sons?    Samuel,  Elijah,  Reuben,  E«-nry,  Trillion, 
Aaron* 

It  was  not  until  June,  1814,  that  the  settlement  of  Posey  County  began 
on  a  large  scale  with  the  arrival  of  the  Rappites— the  first  of  two  groups  to 
come  to  southern  Indiana  to  establish  "communities  of  equality".    This  group, 
led  by  George  Rapp  of  Wurtemberg,  Germany,  came  to  the  United  States  to  escape 
religious  persecution,  and  settled  in  Harmony,  Pennsylvania,  about  23  xailes 
from  Pittsburgh*    After  several  years  the  Pennsylvania  town-site  became  unsafe- 
isf artery  and  Rapp  and  h:  :  associates  purchased  some  30,000  acres  of  land, 
meet  of  which  lay  in  Posey  County,  70  miles  north  of  the  mouth  of  the  V.abach 
River.    Here  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river  the  town  of  Harmonie  res  laic  cub 
and  built o    In  the  fall  of  1817  about  ISO  mere  Rappites— immigrants  from 
Y;urt&nberg»-camo  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  the  new  town* 

In  1824  an  advertisement  offering  the  town  of  harmonic  for  sale  came  to 
the  attention  of  Robert  Owen,  a  manufacturer  and  philanthropist  of  New  Laieork, 


Scoblcnd*   Ho  visited  %he  'fccrem  in  January*  and*  purchased  the  land* 

buildings*  and  all  eqttipaeiib  for  §190* GOd  cash.    The  town  wqs  rcnanod  ilcw 
Harnony  and  was  thrown  open  to  all  thSmj  were  interested  in  Owen*s  e^eriraeiife 
in  ccirraual  living*    Representatives  cf  practically  every  State  in  Union  and 
almost  every  country  of  western  Europe  could  "be  found  aiaong  t?ic  t  can's 
population.    3y  Chrietnas,  1325*  there  were  about  1*000  people  living  in 
Kew  Haxtajy. 

Posey  County— the  twelfth -in  the  State  to  be  created— was  formed  out 
of  the  VTarrick  County  on  Septenbor  "7*  1814,  "by  an  act  of  the  Territorial 
Legislature  which  becaas  effective  November  1»^  The  boundaries  wore  described 
in  the  act  as:    "Beginning  on  the  Ohio  river*  where  the  range  line  passing 
between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  range  strikes  or  intersects  the  said  Ohio  river* 
north  with  the  said  range  line  passing  between  the  said  tenth  and  eleventh 
ranges „  to  its  intersection  wiifn  the  lino  dividing  the  counties  of  Gibson 
and  YJarriek*  thence  west  with  the  said  lino  dividing  the  said  counties  of 
Gibson  and  Y."arrick  to  the  western  ban::  of  the  Wabash  river*  thence  down  the 
•western  ban!:  of  the  Wabash  river  with  the  line  of  the  Illinois  Territory  to 
its  junction  with  the  Ohio  river*  thence  up  the  Ohio  river  with  the  neandcrs 
thereof  to  the  beginning"    (Acts-  of  Indiana  Territory*  1814^  pp.  10-19)* 

On  Deoeriber  13*  1315*  a  snail  strip  of  land  in  Gibson  County  tras  attached 
to  Posey:    "Beginning  on  the  township  line  dividing  townships  four  and  five* 
where  the  line  dividing  ranges  thirteen  and  fourteen  crosses  said  township  linej 
thence  with  said  range  line  north  till  it  strikes  the  TTabash  river;  thence  with 
the  noandcrs  of  said  river  to  a  point*  -.'.here  the  townsliip  line  s foresaid* 
strikes  said  river;  thence  eastward ly  with  said  township  line  to  the  place  of 
beginning*  shall  bo*  and  the  same  is  hereby  separated  cr  taken  frssi  the «*• county 
of  Gibson,  and  added  or  attached  to«.*?osoy  county;  and  the  said  part  of  the 


grece&fc  county  of  Gibson  so  separated  and  attached,  shall  in  law  and  in 
fact,  at  all  tines  thereafter,  "bo  to  ell  intents  and  purposes,  held,  deemed 
and  taken,  as  pert  of  the  said  county  of  Posey."    (Acts  of  Indiana.  Territory, 
1215,  pp.  7-3), 

A  second  tract  of  lend  of  considerable  size  rns  detached  from  Gibson 
County  raid  added  to  Posey  in  January  1,  1817 .    The  statutes  provides  that : 
5t7ron  and  after  the  first  day  of  February  next,  all  that  part  of  the  county  of 
Gibson  included  within  the  following  bounds  be  attached  to  and  form  a  part  of 
Posey  county,  to  wit!   beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Posey  county, 
running  thenco  north  with  the  line  dividing  ranges  ton  and  eleven,  sis-:  miles 
to  the  line  dividing  townships,  three  and  four  s out!/ thence  frost  with  said 
line  dividing  said  townships  to  the  Wabash  river?  thence  down  said  river  with 
the  neanders  thereof,  to  where  the  present  line  of  Posey  county  strikes  said 
river*"    (Laws  of  Indiana,  1816-17,  pp.  2C2-S)» 

Ihen  Vanderburgh  County  wg.sqforr.ed  on  January  7*  1313,  Pesey  lost 
appro:: irately  2Cy2  of  its  area.    nAlI  that  pare  of  Posey  County  cast  end 
south  of  a  line  "Beginning  en  the  Ohio  river  where  the  range  lino  dividing 
ranges  eleven  and  twelvcl  west,  strikes  the  ocr.e,  thence  north  with  said  range 
line  to  the  centre  of  township  four,  south  of  Buckingham's  base  line,  thence 
east"  to  the  range  line  dividing  ranges  10  and  11  west  of  the  second  principal 
meridian  was  transferred  to  Vanderburgh  County.    (Laws  of  Indiana,  1317-13, 
(special),  po  22). 

A  snail  strip  of  Posey  was  attached  to  Gibson  on  December  31,  1821.  The 
act  provided  "that  all  that  part  of  the  county  of  Posey  that  lies  in  township 
four  south  of  BucIdLnghaa's  base  line,  in  rcngo  eleven  west  bo  separated  from 
said  county  of  Posey  and  attached  to  the  county  of  Gibson*1*    (Laws  of  Indiana, 
1321-22,  p.  120). 


The  boundaries  of  Posey  were  altered  for  the  last  tte^  on  January  3, 
1823,  vuen  a  strip  of  Gibson  was  attached  to  Posey,    The  act  provided  that 
"all  that  part  of  the  county  of  Gibson,  which  is  included  vrithia  the 
follou-in^  boiaaasj  bo  and  the  sane  is  hereby  attached  to,  and  shall  fora  a 
part  of  the  county  of  Posey,  to  frits    beginning  on  the  lino  dividing  the 
said  counties  of  Gibson  and  Posey,  Vihere  the  line  dividing  ranges  twelve 
and.  thirteen,  orossos  the  said  couuoy  line;  thence  north  to  the  section  lino, 
ens  riile  north  of  the  line  dividing  the  counties  aforesaid j  thence  west  tdth 
the  section  lino,  to  the  medio  ef  the  Wabash  rivers  thence  dovm  the  niddlo 
of  the  h'abash  river,  to  the  lino  dividing  the  counties  of  Gib  sen  una  roseyj 
thence  east  aloiifj  said  lino  dividing  Gibson  and  Pesey,  to  -oho  place  of 
be^i-sninr* :!    (Laws  of  Indiana,  1322-23,  p#  IIS) • 

The  first  county  board  of  Posey  County  -which  corresponded  to  the  present 
County  C  oralis  s  loners  was  called  a  Ccurb  ef  Clains,  and  vras  conposod  of  Isaac 
BiaclsTcrd,  Thonas  E.  Cassclberry,  and  Daniel  Lynn*    The  first  session  of  this 
court  vras  held  in  the  cabin  of  Absalcn  Puchvrorth,  about  five  iniles  north  of 
the  present  site  of  Pount  Vernon  en  Janaiery  3,  1815«    V7iliian  ?.a  Stewart  vras 
appointed  Clerk  and  Recorder,  and  John  Carson  was  appointed  Sheriff,  John 
T albert  and  Saa$el  Jones  wore  reccsuaended  for  the  offices  of  Surveyor  and 
Cor oner • 

The  court  also  received  the  report  of  the  ccnssLosioncrs  appointed  -co 
locate  the  county  scat©    The  site  selected  was  in  liarrs  Tov.nship,  about  ens 
nils  north  of  Coburn  Station*    The  County  Asont,  Sanuei  R*  i&rrs,  was  instructed 
to  lay  out  a  town  Site,  which  vras  aamed  lilachfcrd,  and  to  offer  the  lets  for  sal 

Under  the  State  Constitution,  vdiich  Trent  into  effect  in  1816  when  Indiana 
was  acnittcd  into  the  ohion,  the  county  business  vras  conducted  by  the  Board 
ef  Conzaiasloners,    The  first  to  fill  this  office  were  Sanuel  P.  Tlarro,  Thonas 
Robb,  and  Abncr  Coats* 


The  residence  of  Posey  County  soon  became  dissatisfied  with  the 
location  of  the  county  seat  at  Blackford*    The  %otm  was  not  centrally 
situated  in  the  county,  and  on  January  1*  1017,  the  Legislature  provided 
for  the  appointnent  of  a  relocation  oonsaittee.    On  ISay  24,  1317  the 
comic  oioncrs  approved  the  site  and  plan  for  a  new  town  and!  naiaed  it 
Springfield* 

Ils-wover,  the  residents,  of  county  were  still  dissatisfied*    The  new 
seat  of  justice  v:as  centrally  located,  'but  lacked  the  necessary  natural 
advantages  to  becoise  a  flourishing  town*    The  movement  to  make  I'ousb  Vernon, 
then  known  as  McFadden's  Bluff,  the  county  seat  grow,  until  on  February 
12,  1825,  the  Legislature  passed  another  act  appointing  commissioners  to 
relocate  the  county  seat*   At  a  meeting  of  the  county  hoard  held  on  lay 
10,  1825,  the  county  officers  -ere  ordered  to  novo  their  offices  to  Mount 
Vernon* 

The  first  session  of  the  circuit  court  began  March  20,  1815,  and  was 
hold  at  the  cabin  of  Absalom  Duckworth*    Isaac  Blackford  was  presiding  judge, 
and  Thomas  B#  Cassslborry  and  Daniel  Lynn  were  associate  judges* 

The  first  courthouse  v:as  built  scon  after  the  county  was  org  anis  e  d  , 
and  like  nest  of  the  early  public  buildings,  r/as  a  log  cabin*    Viicn  the 
county  seat  was  removed  to  Springfield  a  sinilar  building  was  erected* 
A  little  later  a  two  story  brick  building  forty  feet  square  was  constructed 
to  houso  the  county  offices  and  courts*    This  was  probably  the  only  brick 
courthouse  in  southern  Indiana  at  this  these,    A  courthouse  was  financed  and 
built  in  Mount  Vernon  by  contributions  from  leasing  citizens  aft  or  the  county 
seat  r:as  established  in  that  town* 


The  present  courthouse  xic.s  botapleted  in  1876#    It  is  built  of  Bedford 
lime^onOi  and  is  sunaouated  by  a  high  dome*    The  architectural  style  of 
the  building  phich  is  105  x  75  feet  in  size,  is  Romanesque 

There  are  te.i  toy/nships  in  Posey  County:    Bethel,  Black,  Center,  Harmony* 
Lynn,  I'arrs,  Point,  Eobb,  Robinson,  and  Smith*    The  incorporated  cities  - 
and  towns  arc  Griffin,  Mount  Vernon,  K*ew  Harmony,  Poseyville,  and  Cykrfthia&a* 
The  county  tms  named  in  honor  of  Thomas  Posey,  the  Governor  of  Indiana 
Territory  at  the  time  the  county  v.-as  created*

The  county  servos  as  a  unit  for  the  mintpnanae  of  peace  through,  tho 
'Sheriff j  tho  adpinistratioa  of  Justice  through  the  Judicial  circuit;  tho 
administration  of  welfare  vnorh  through  hospitals',  infirmaries  and  poor  relief 
systems*  the  administration  of  public  TBerlsS,  such  as  highrrays,  "buildings,  and 
drainage  cystous 5;  tho  imposition  and  collection,  of  taxes*  the  holding  of 
elections*  the  adbainlstration,  to  a  limited  do^ree^  of  educations  and  the 
enforcement  ef  State  laws  and  decrees* 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  -Sosey  County  Board  of  GozsaiSs- 
ieners  pov/ers  of  a  local  administrative  character  (I  Indiana  Kcv*  Stat*,  10  G2, 
Ch*  20,  Sec*  1)*    A  Board  ef  finance  has  juris  diet  ion  over  financial  matters: 
(Acts  1007*  Burns  61-60G  /izzizf) •    The  elective  board,  Counby  Council  (Acts 
1899*  Burns  2G-3C2  ^£G0o7)3  has  pca-srs  of  aaministrative  character  on  budget 
and  tax  levy  matters*    .Is-  a  protection  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  county,  tho 
Board  ef  Review  vrac  established  and  re-established  (hots  1891*  Acts  1913, 
Burns  6d— 122  /14265/)  to  review  and  correct  assessments*  an3  later  followed 
the  formation  of  tho  Board  of  Tarn  Adjustments  (Acts  1933  3  Burns  64-GO-i}*  In 
1933,  tho  General  Assembly  established  the  Posey  County  Board  of  Public  TTelfaro 
(Acts  1936,  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117)  tslth  jurisdiction  over  all  matters 
of  a  charitable  character* 

The  constitution  provides  that  the  State  shall,  from  tine  to  time,  be 
divided  into  judicial  circuits  and  a  Jud^e  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  elected 
for  each  circuit  (Indiana  Const©,  Art*  7a  Sec*  11)*    The  eleventh  circuit, 
Posey  County,  uas  established  in  1013  (Acts  1013,  1910s  Burns  4-332  /-•"•j7)« 

Tho  constitution  directs  that  there  shall  be  elected  by  «•". .  people,  at 
the  time  of  holding  general  elections,  a  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court j  Auditor, 


Recorder,  Treasurer,  .Sheriff,  Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const.,  Art*  6, 
Sec*  2)r  and  that  each  other  oounfcy  offices,  as  my  be  necessary,  shall  bo 
elected  and  appointed  in  such  Joanner  as  210.7      prescribed  by  lav/  (Indiana 
Const*,  Art*  C,  Hoc,  3;.    In  1030,  the  Generai  Assembly  prescribed  the 
appointive  office  of  Health  Corns-is sionor  (Acts  1000;  Burns  2G-5G1  /CGGsJ?)  to 
protect  and  administer  to  the  health  of  the  people  of  Posey  County;  in  1010, 
the  elective  office  of  Assessor  (Acts  1019;  Burns  C-i-llCl  /l^EOO/)  to  supervise 
asseSsncnb  of  property;  in  1023,  the  appointive  office  of  Agricultural  Agent 
(Acts  192?;  ?ra  20-4011)  to  further  agricultural  progress  in  the  county;  and 
the  appointive  office  of  Thlglrray  Supervisor  (Acts  1003;  Burns  3G-lil0j  to 
supervise  construction  and  repair  ef  Posey  County  roads. 

The  adsiinistration  of  education  in  Posey  County  (outside  cf  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  the  jurisdiction  cf  the  County  hoard  cf  Education  and 
the  County  Superintend ent  of  Schools  (Acts  1GC9,  1911,  1913,  and  1927j  Turns 
28-702  /GOCT?)  a 

Between  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  cf  1316  and  the  Constitution  of 
1551,  practically  no  changes  v:oro  nado  in  the  fern  of  government  in  Posey  County* 
Following  this  period,  to  the  present  tiaetf  charges  -sere  rnainly  enlargements  of 
the  covernnont,  such  as  creation  of  the  above  offices*    1'he  establishment  of 
each. of  those  offices  caused  the  beginning  of  separate  records  as  prescribed 
by  the  General  Assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each  respective  office* 

As  each  office  was  created*  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  type  of 
records  which  should  bo  Iccpt,  in  nany  cases  listing  the  particular  fern  of  the 
page*    Posey  County  was  allowed  its  own  fom  of  accounting  until,  in  1000,  the 
legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  which  forauiatss,  prescribes, 
and  installs  a  systesa  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  is  uniform  for  every 


public  office  of  the  seme  class  (Acts  130D;-  Bums  60-202  /I2CG77) •  Under 
this  law,  some  of  the  records  vrcre  combined  to  eliminate  separation*  dupli- 
cation,  and  overlapping.    The  lav;  alee  permits  the  use  of  bound  loosolcaf 
record.?  in  almost  all  cases  uhors  the  records-  are  typed.    The  quality  of  the 
paper  and  in!:,  binding  and  rebinding  practices-  are  left;  to  the  judgment  -of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  except  that  a  good  quality  is  asked* 

T.henever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records  for 
any  office  of  Posey  County  from  mutilation,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
issues  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  te  copy  and  transcribe  the 
records  for  preservation  (Acts  1877s  Bums  26-204  /gOOS?)*    Such  records  so 
transcribed  have  the  forco  and  effect  of  the  original  record  (Acts  1877  r 
Bums  26*635  $09$?)*

The  Posey  County  oourbhouse,  constructed  in  1878,  of  oriel:  and  linoctone, 
measures  105*  by  119 »  by  75%  allowing  937,225  cubic  feet  in  apace*  The 
building  houses  the  offices  of  Auditor $  Clerk,  Recorder,  Sheriff,  and  Treasurer 
on  tho  first  floor.;  Assessor,  Commissioners,  and  Super  intend  ont  of  Schools  on 
the  second  floors,  two  storerooms  on  the  third  floor;-  and  one  storeroom  in  tho 
attic*    It  is  80$  fireproof,  and  houses  approximately  5%  of  the  records  in 
fireproof  vaults*    There  have  been  no  damages  to  tho  public  records  at  any 
tins* 

The  Agricultural  Agent t~  b^rcau^located  in  the  l-cdcral  Building,  Vfalnub 
Street 3  and  houses  all  records  there*    lb  is  recommended  that  ample  space  and 
ccuipr.cnt  be  allotted  for  tho  proper  housing  of  this  bureau  and  its  records 
in  the  courthouse*
